JosiAii,  father  of  H  F,  was  born  (o,  s.)  Dec.  23,  1657,  He 
married,  1st,  Ann  Child,  of  I-xton,  there  being  issue,  in  Kngland, 
three  children,  and  four  in  New  Kngland.  His  second  wife  was 
Abia  Folger,  by  whom  he  hid  ten  children — constituting  a  dc- 
scendancy  of  seventeen — ten  s(jns  ami  seven  «lauj.;hters — Hi.nja- 
MiN  being  the  15th  and  /</.v/  child  born  to  thii  f.imily. 

in^NJAMIN  FRANKLIN 

H.  F  was  born  in  Hostoti,  n.s.,  Jan.  17,  I7(y3.  lie  married 
Deborah  Reeil.  of  riuKulelphia,  in  173O,  and  tlied  April  17, 
1790.  They  had  issue  a  son  and  daughter  —  Francis  Folger, 
Sarah.  F.  F.  died  in  boyhoo(J,  and  his  body  was  laid  in  the 
"burial-plot"  of  Christ  Church  Cemetery. 


RICHARD   HACHl-:. 

The  son-in-law  of  I-'icanki.in,  having  recortleil  his  n.ime  with 
the  Philadelphia  merciiant-protcstants  against  the  injustice  of 
the  "  Stamp  Ait,"  ultimately  thereafter,  wliilst  the  main  arm  of 
the  British  enemy  occupied  the  city,  fled  for  safety  to  a  domicil 
on  the  east  bank  of  the  Delaware  river,  at  Dunck's  [Duncken 
Williams]  Ferry  (now  opposite  to  lieverly,  N.  J.),  the  old  site 
l.istl)'  being  used  as  a  coal  and  lumber  depot. 

This  homestead  of  they//j/ litches  in  cdl  our  branches  was  the 
retiring  lodge  of  the  statesman  and  philos(.)i)her  (whenever  re- 
posing from  active  duty)  during  the  eventful  era  and  patriotic 
struggles  of  the  Revolution,  through  which  the  thirteen  con- 
joint provinces  emerged  as  indepeiulent  States. 

On  the  demise  of  Richakd,  the  old  homestead  was  appor- 
tioned out  of  the  estate  to  liis  son  Louis.

York  City,  where  his  (Andrew's )  son,  G.  1'.  Jiache,  was  born,  Jan. 
5,  18 10,  who  was  named  after  Com.  G.  1*.  Perry,  of  Revolution- 
ary fame.  He  retired  from  business  in  1 865,  and  on  his  deceiisc 
was  laid  in  the  tomb  of  his  grandfither  Tuf.ophii.act  (atljoining 
that  of  Alexander  1  lamilton),  in  Trinity  churchyard.  lie  was 
the  father  of  Rev.  John  O.  liiche,  of  New  York. 

LOUIS  BACHK. 

One  of  the  features  of  military  engineering  during  the  war  of 
1812  was  the  temporary  construction  of  fortified  post.-)  (earth- 
works) lining  tlu  l).laware  river,  to  w.ird  off  the  enemy's  ap- 
proach aiul  prevent  an  attack  upon  Philadelphia  (as  the  British 
army  had  succeedeil  in  the  capture  of  W'a.ihington), 

I'ormiilable  among  these  defences  were  the  two  nearly  oppo- 
site posts,  Marcus  Hook  and  Dupont — the  first-naineil  being 
commanded  by  Colonel  Loui.s  H.\ciii:,  Second  Regiment  I'enn'a 
Vols.,  and  the  other  by  Colonel  William  Duane.  Col.  Hache  was 
a  vcstrym.ui  of  .St.  James  the  Greater,  Bristol,  was  buried  in  that 
ancient  graveyard,  antl  is  remembered  by  the  "boys  in  blue." 

CoL.  B.\CJIK.  after  the  termination  of  the  war,  and  peace  once 
more  .secureil  with  an  envious  "  mother  country,"  was  soon  there- 
after appointed  by  Governor  Snyiler  to  the  justiceship  «)f  the 
peace  for  the  County  of  Bucks,  and  he  thereuj)on  located  him- 
.self  in  the  ancient  Borough  of  Bristol — a  corporation  then  |Kr- 
haps  fully  in  its  ninetieth  year!  He  continued  to  retain  pos- 
session of  "Settle"  until  it  passed  to  a  Mr.  Marquedant..* 

I  have  heard  it  relateti  of  my  father  (I  was  only  about  eight 
years  old  when  he  passed  over)  that  he  did  not  exercise  the  judi-

querulous  nti^^hhors — an  ailoptcd  course  in  which  he  was  emi- 
nently successful ;  in  other  cases,  rcferrin|.^  contestants  to  another 
local  justice,  lvs([uire  Samuel  All«:n  (I  think). 

Old  State  Senator  Kinsey  said  that  his  father  said  that  our 
father,  who  is  in  heaven,  never  hat!  a  case  taken  in  hand  anti  fully 
heard  by  him  that  was  not  adjusted  under  the  hi^dier  law  of  une 
conmion  brt)theiliood — ami  that  Jie  was  never  known  to  <•»</</ a 
lej^al  charge!  liis  iileal  seems  to  have  been  in  the  direction  of 
that  divine  dictum  of  one  comnxjn  unity  in  man — the  ethics  of 
the  oriental  "School  of  Humanism," — liuinanity  in  man  as  the 
hif^hest  type  of  human  perfectness  and  God  within. 

LOUIS  liACIIKS  birth  (Oct.  7.  I77y).  and  his  two  mar- 
riages, are  noted  tifi/i',  under  his  father  Richard.  He  was  the 
fiftli  child  and  third  son  born  at  "Settle,"  and  died  in  Bristol,  in 
1818.  In  the  local  affairs  of  the  borough  he  served  two  terms 
as  Chief  Hurgess.

The  site 
of  N.  A.  began  as,  and  is  to-day  of  necessity,  a  shipping-port  on 
the  right  bank  of  the  Ohio  river,  below  Jeffersonville.  The 
wiilel)--known  seedsman,  David  Landreth,  held  interest  in  its 
buililing-up.  His  son,  Capt.  Burnet  I^uulreth,  raised  ;i  company 
untler  call  of  Gov.  Curtin,  into  which  her  brother  William  nuis- 
tcretl  and  was  chosen  Com.  Sergeant.  He  was  also  an  initial 
Bro.  of  H.  Clay  Beatty  Post,  No.  73,  G.  A.  R.,  wherein,  at  times, 
he  was  elected  to  the  chair  of  Chaplain  or  for  Post  Surgeon.

APl'KNDIX. 

William  Hachi:  (i).— The  chief  events  falling  within  the 
pathway  of  iTiy  more  active  life  may  be  noticed  as  follt>w  : 

Orph.ined  in  e.irly  boyhood,  suildenly  ileprived  in  my  ei-^hth 
year  of  the  benefits  and  advantages  of  a  parental  roof  ami  f.ither- 
ly  care  (an  estate  sacrificed),  never  conscious  of  a  mother,  im- 
prudently deserting  a  step-mother  and  fleeing  to  an  unwelcome 
"city  of  refuge"  with  a  grandmother,  in  my  tenth  and  \.i\)  to  my 
sixteenth  year  (dear  soul,  she  had  her  hands  full  without  me),  I  wa^ 
soon  compelled  to  enrol  myself  in  the  "common  fight  to  live." 
Trae,  I  had  a  rci>NhJ  guardian  ami  there  was  a  nronii./  will — 
and  that  is  all  I  wish  here  to  .say.i^-it  it — only,  that  sister  Kliza- 
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bctli,  Tlicophilact  aiul  I,  like  j)Oor  Gil  lU.is,  wcic  cnlrappcd  by 
the  shrcwiicst  rubbers  there  were  in  tlie  cave. 

Whilst  a  boy,  I  renieinber  its  bein^  frecjiientl)'  iiitimat<J  that, 
wlicreas  the  "  art  jireservative"  had  secured  a  family  huh  from 
the  staple — H.  1*'. — in  our  uncle  I'Vanklin  li.iehc,  it  had  been  a 
fcitherly  wish  that  my  name  should  be  a  welded  link.  I  nur- 
tured the  fatherl)'  desire  U]»  to  my  .>iixteenth  year,  when  I  was 
inducted  inlt^)  the  uftlce  of  John  Noival,  of  the  I'tnniiin  (jazfttc. 
After  a  time,  its  limited  practical  trade  opportunities  opening  to 
my  minil,  I  then  had  the  usual  trial  with  Clark  &  Raser  (a  book 
cijncern),  and  in  due  time  I  apprenticed  with  them. 

Five  )'ears  after  my  freedom,  it  bein^  the  second  incomin^^  of 
President  Jackson's  administration,  and  soon  after  the  formation 
of  the  Cabinet  oi  this  Juillur  of  Democracy,  uni-le  W'm.  J.  Uu.uie 
beinj^  chosen  to  the  secretaryship  of  the  Treasury,  this  uffici.d 
hive  was  soon  thrown  into  inharmonious  commotion  over  the 
longer  custodianship  of  the  national  finances  by  the  old  U.  S.  H. 
The  Presiilent  and  Secretary  Duane  disagreed  ;  and  there  being 
a  strain  of  Irish  blood  coursing  in  about  equal  measure  in  each 
other's  veins,  now,  out-at-arms,  it  was  a  scjuare  fight  in  matter 
of  pluck.  [The  Pres]  '*  Remove  the  deposits,  sir,  or  by  the 
ctern.ii,  I'll  remove  you."  [The  Sec]  "  But  not  so  quickly,  Mr. 
P.,  as  I  shall  remove  myself,"  as  he  hastened  to  fire  off  his  resig- 
nation. 

Co\.  Wn\.  IJuane,  his  father,  .it  this  juncture,  restoreii  the 
dormant  Aurora  newspaper,  and  ever)'boily  thought  it  was  re- 
vivetl  in  defence  of  his  son  ;  but,  to  the  amazement  and  chagrin 
of  niany,  it  to(jk  siile  witli  the  now  cumulating  partisans  of  the 
Executive.  luiitor  Duane  j)laced  me  in  charge  of  his  office,  but 
I  felt  at  unrest  and  very  soon  thereafter  surrendereil,  this  being 
the  first  setting  asiilc  of  my  "stick"  for  more  responsible  iluty. 

Before  the  adjcnirnment  (jf  the  State  Legiilature,  session  of 
1  'S36-  57, 1  driftetl  to  I  larrisljurg  and  entered  the  t)ffice  of  I--.  tju)'er, 
printer  of  Sen.  Journals  and  Reports.  Foreman  Hlair,  desirous  of 
retiring,  soon  ciiose  me  an  assistant  (not  rctiuireil),  and  before 
closing  up  the  work  of  the  session,  had  me  installeii  in  his 
now  vacated  position. 

The  Convention  to  Amend  the  State  Constitution  (iSjSX  after 
adjournment  of  this  legislative  bod)-,  occupied  the  II.  R,  Clark  & 
Thompson  being  elected  printers.  This  new  firm  called  mc  to 
the  superintendency  ;  but,  before  atljournment  of  tlie  Constitu- 
tional C(jnvcnliou,  th.it  body  luitl  \o  give  pi.ice  to  the  now  in- 
commg  legisl.itive  sessiun  »if  1838-39,  and  it  then  adjourned  to 
Philadelphia,  and  the  completion  oi  the  firm's  contract  was  passed 
to  Mr.  Thompson,  of  that  city. 

Clark  Oc  l.lliot  now  united  and  were  elected  Senate  printers, 
I  retaining  my  poaL  under  this  new  firm.     In  i83«j-40  Mr.  Clark 
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went  out,  wl)on  it  bcc.iinc  Klliot  &  McCunly  (this  party  now 
bciiij^'  elected  SciKitc  j)riiilcrs\  :u\i\  tlicrc  was  nu  change  of  forc- 
inaiiship. 

In  iSjf;,  the  able  ami  trustful  Democratic  leader,  Simon  Cam- 
eron, pav'ed  the  way  for  the  erection  of  the  Sfdd  Caf^ital  daulle, 
also  for  the  building-up  of  the  firm  of  Holbrook,  Ilcnlock  &  Hrat- 
ton.  I  was  toKI  I  was  wanted,  but  couldn't  be  found.  I  was  on 
an  earnest  and  interestingly  ilcsirable  visit  in  Mucks  Co.  Hcnlock 
&  Ihalton  hail  been  compositors  under  me,  but  Mark  Holbrook 
was  so  unknown  to  me  and  so  useless  to  his  partners  that  he  was 
seldom  mentioned.  This  firm  was  elected  H.  R.  printers  two 
sessions  (1840-41  &  1S41-42).  I  was  placed  in  charge  and  held 
the  position  to  the  close  of  the  second  term,  when  we.  Mrs.  H. 
and  I,  went  to  riiiladelphia  — it  bein^j  our  nuptial  year. 

The  structure  of  (jir.ird  College  now  haxinj^  its  foundation 
reared  to  view,  it  gave  impulse  to  a  local  improvement  policy. 
Already  had  been  felt  the  need  of  a  districted  area  of  this  open 
territory,  and  for  its  promotion  the  bounds  of  a  desired  corpo- 
rate piecinct  had  been  m.ipped  out  by  survey  and  a  drafted  bill 
was  placed  on  legislati\e  file  for  incorporating  (per  title)  "  the 
District  of  Penn."  With  a  more  than  needed  i)ursc  provided 
me,  I  was  dejjuted  to  personally  overlook  and  urge  the  passage 
of  this  bill,  unchanged.  This  appointment  was  made  because  of 
antagonism  by  a  few  influential  obstructionists  who,  mainly,  were 
dissatisfied  with  one  feature  of  the  outlined  survey  (Girard  av.  as  it 
n,  which  we  elosired).  [The  dividing  district  southern  line  of  iVnn, 
l)eginiiing  at  Sixth  street  where  it  connects  with  old  hrankiin  av., 
ran  westwardly  about  120  ft.  north  of  Poplar  »t.  (6ih  st.  the  E 
boundary  line).  This  prospective  joining  of  this  last  organized 
corporation  before  the  city  was  consolidateil  with  her  districts 
(1854)  was  then  almost  outside  the  march  of  improvement  and 
obstructed  by  an  old  brick  church] 

These  disputants,  letl  b)'  Geo.  Ran<l(jlph,  wanted  to  widen  this 
line  20  ft.,  and  thus  retluce  the  width  of  (jirard  ave.  to  Ridge  rd 
Tw<i  years  afterwanl,  Mr.  R.  appeared  at  my  humble  home,  and 
told  Mrs.  B.  to  tell  me  that  Gen  Cadwalader  told  him  "  had  that 
opposition  ruled,  he  would  not  have  taken  a  foot  of  R.'s  land  as 
an  investment  for  building  improvement." 

As  soon  as  Penn  Di.-^tiict  charter  came  into  operation  by  the 
officering  of  the  ilistrict,  the  political  man.igers  of  the  "  loaves 
and  fishes"  placed  and  retained  me  as  collector  of  State,  county 
and  poor  ta.xes  (three  successive  years),  and  the  tlistrict  iluplicatc 
added,  one  )'ear.  I  was,  ad  intfiim,  one  year  Clerk  of  the  Hoard 
of  District  Commissioners. 

In  1849  ^  removed  to  liristol  Horough,  Pa.,  and  established 
\\\c  Ihistol  (lauth-,  A  local  we./kly.  This  initial  pajK-r  was  the 
first  venture  since  the  erection  of  this  site  as  a  "  market-town." 
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in  1698.  This  i)apcr  had  a  iitrufj^h'ng  existence  throu^^'h  two 
years  and  dn-d  a  martyr  to  a  non  pro^rcs-iive  .-ijiirit.  ll<jwevcr, 
it  did  succeed  in  awakening,'  the  dcni/ens  of  this  (at  leait  up  to 
that  time)  ancient  "  Sleepy  llolhiw,  '  in  the  encrj^i/in^'  i)f  a  move- 
ment to  secure  a  more  efficient  charter.  As  then  existing — 
being  the  sec(;nd  orj^ani/ed  hurough  in  tlie  I'rovince — tlie  cor- 
poration was  still  governed  under  a  re-affirmed  charter-grant  of 
Charles  II.  (1720),  with  the  scroll  of  its  existence  rolled  up  to 
1851  !  A  conmiittee  to  tlraft  a  hill  for  a  new  charter  was  now 
obtained,  including  the  editor,  the  nuitter  hastily  pu>.heil  tiirough 
the  Legislature,  and  a  new  charter  secured,  leb  15,  185  i,  with- 
out an}'  necessity  for  a  "  lobby  member." 

My  next  public-press  venture  was  made  in  1852,  born  of  Na- 
tive-Americanism. I  now  began  the  publication  of  the  Ihuks 
County  Atntriiiin ;  and  it  is  among  the  grievous  reflections  of 
my  life,  that  when  this  then  so-felt  purely  American  spirit  became 
engulphed  in  the  wake  of  Know-Nothingism,  I  bluiulereil  into 
that  hive;  and  I  felt  relieved  when  all  but  deserters  from  this  anti- 
republican  facticMi  gave  their  strength  in  the  formation  of  the 
still  existing  Republican  party;  and  the  paper,  having  finished  two 
years'  course,  gladly  gave  way  to  "the  survival  of  tlie  fittest." 

My  next  and  last  venture  in  this  ilireclion  was  iiiultt's  Index, 
started  in  1859.  This  was  establi.ihed  as  a  .strictly  commercial 
and  busines.s  paper  and  existed  two  years,  its  life  being  strangled 
out  by  the  deail-lock  inciilent  to  the  rebellion,  when  industries 
were  crippled,  and  this  enterprise,  like  many  of  the  country  press, 
became  a  "  tleail  duck." 

In  1852  .iiul  in  1853,  being  both  clerk  and  member  of  Bristol 
Borough  Council,  it  gave  me  perfect  facility  in  entering  upon 
the  jK-rformance  of  a  cherished  desire  to  fabricate  my  "  Histori- 
cal Sketches  of  Bristol  Borough. "  covering  a  period  antedating 
the  arrival  of  the  colonial  proprietor  and  carrying  an  account 
of  its  local  affairs  to  1853. 

Soon  after  the  advent  of  the  administration  of  (jov.  I'ollock, 
Hon.  \\.  Ci.  Harrison  (I'a.  H.  R.)  somewhat  surprised  me  by 
stating  his  willingness,  if  agreeable  to  me,  of  a:>king  my  appoint- 
ment as  Notary  Public,  to  fill  a  vacancy  then  about  to  occur.  1 
should  have  regretted,  had  I  been  in  so  modest  a  mood  a.s  to 
have  made  a  declination,  and  Gov.  Pollock's  appointment  soon  fol- 
lowed, my  duties  and  responsibilities  of  appointment  ending  with 
that  gubernatorial  term — but  holding  on  until  the  appointment 
of  a  successor. 
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
